After many months of what was probably 
one of the most intense-political campaigns 
waged in the village of Antioch in recent > 
years, the signs that peppered the village* 
have all come down, the politicking is over. 
The voters have chosen, and with 1,500 out of 
a possible 2,000 registered voters, having put 
their x where their choice was, Antioch has a 
new, old (no age pun intended) mayor, Ray 
Toft. . ' 

With probably the largest number of can- 
didates in the village's history seeking the 
top office, Toft, who had already held that of- 
fice from 1965 to 1973, led Bruce Jablonski, 
who came the closest to him, by 125 votes. 

None of the candidates received a mandate 
from the majority^ of the residents of the 
village. ; ' . 



Toft received 513, less than one third of the 
1,563 votes cast; Jablonski nosed out in- 
cumbent Mike Haley with 388 votes to 
Haley's 373. 

Bob Wilton, another former mayor, ran in 
fourth position with 277, Phil Burke had eight 
votes and Henry Gillman four. 

-Toft, by far no newcomer to the Antioch 
political scene, has run in. the last five, 
mayoral elections winning three times and 
bowing to Wilton and Haley in two. 

Even Jimmy the Greek might say that

Despite several local issues that may have 

contributed : to Haley's, downfall and the 

resurrection of Toft, it is evident that one of

The jury took 10 hours to 
decide the verdict after a 
three-day trial before Lake 
County Circuit Court Judge 
Harry D. Strouse Jr.. 

DeGraff had been charged 
with reckless homicide 
following a car accident last 
August 1 in which Christine 
Powell, 28, of Antioch was 
killed. The accident hap- 



pened on Rte. 83 near Grand 
Ave. in Lake Villa. 
' DeGraff, who was driving 
home from 7 a concert at 
Alpine Valley in .East Troy, 
Wis., testified at the trial 
that he fell asleep at the 
wheel. 

Prosecutors, pointing out 
that DeGraff crossed the 
center line on Rte. 83, con- 
tended that alcohol could 
have played a role, in the 
crash. They said that 26 beer

An interesting testation. to the split vote 
caused by the record number of mayoral 
candidates in this year's race can be seen in 
the fact that all the trustee candidates except 
Georgeson received more votes than the 
mayoral winner, Ray Toft and the losing 
Georgeson garnered more votes than each.of 
the five remaining candidates for mayor. 



Going right along with the voters "cut 
spending" mandate of Toft, was the voters' 
approval of the two referenda to cut the tax 
rate ceilings of the village street and bridge 
fund and the general corporate fund by 25 
percent. 

The vote to lower these ceilings passed by 
a more than two to one vote. ^js 

But the referendum recommending a 25 
percent cut in. the fire protection fund was 
defeated, 729 to 620, giving "a vote of con- 
fidence" to the Antioch Fire Dept., according 
to Fire Chief Tod Maplethorpe. 

But the champion village vote getter is still 
incumbent Clerk Marilyn Sterbenz, who 
seems to win no matter which party she runs 
with or against. Sterbenz pulled 955 votes to 
challenger ©huck Mazzio's 492. 

Two elections ago Sterbenz ran on Toft's 
ticket and was the only one on that slate elec- 
ted. Last election she ran as an independent 
and this year she balanced out the election 
results, making it three CAP candidates 
elected to three independent ones.
